DRAW ON THAT MESSAGE IN RESPONDING TO ETTEMA. 

2. RE CCD SCHEDULE, WE EXPECT THAT, AS IN PAST, SCHEDULE 
WILL BE DETERMINED BY CO-CHAIRMEN IN CONSULTATION WITH CCD 
MEMBERSHIP, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT STATUS OF CCD WORK AS 
SESSION PROGRESSES. IN FURTHER RESPONSE TO ETTEMA'S 
QUESTION, WE BELIEVE SCHEDULES OF NPT PREPCOM AND CCD CAN 
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BE DEALT WITH SEPARATELY SINCE BOTH GROUPS COULD MEET 
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CONCURRENTLY IF NECESSARY. 

3. REGARDING POSSIBILITY OF SECOND PREPCOM SESSION IN MID- 
JULY, WORK SCHEDULE WILL HAVE TO BE DECIDED AT FIRST 
SESSION AFTER COMMITTEE HAS DEFINED ITS TASKS. IF ONLY 
ONE SESSION IS NEEDED BEFORE UNGA, WE WOULD SEE ADVANTA- 
GES IN HOLDING IT CLOSER TO UNGA, PERHAPS IN LATE AUGUST
